A bond call for $10,000,000 is expected 
during the present week, and this will 
leave but $9,000,000 of the 3 per cent. bonds 
to be redeemed before the end of the pres- 
ent fiscal year. After that time the surplus 
in the treasury will go on rolling up at 
the rate of $1,000,000 a day, which is about 
the average of the government receipts. 


The executive committee of the Bay

hold any fair this year on account of the 
fear of contagious cattle diseases. With 
such a send-oft as the Society had at their 
first exhibition last year, it is very un- 
fortunate that they feel obliged to take 
this course.

fortunately plunged in war. To us, the 
striking out of the tribute feature, and al- 
lowing our vessels to enter their ports and 
perform their legitimate business free, is a 
beneficient feature, and a fair one. It is 
claimed that the Gloucester and other fish- 
ermen will seriously objevt to the proposed 
settlement of the matter. But they should 
consider that however important their busi- 
ness, there are other interests to be con- 
sulted in adjusting this matter. A braver 
set of men, nora more worthy class never 
“went down to the sea in ships, to do busi- 
ness on the mighty deep,” than those who 
man the fishing fleets from Maine ports. 
At sea or on land they are the sturdy rep- 
resentatives of the people who are proud 
of their State and nation. They ask for 
no special privileges, rights or emoluments. 
They only ask fair treatment as between 
man and man, and to do unto others as 
they would that others should do unto 
them. If the treaty of Washington is to be 
the guide, they don’t want to be driven out 
of waters where they have a right to fish, 
or be chased by an armed privateer. It 
is not to be wondered at that they rejoiced 
at the passage of the retaliation bill, after 
the repeated insults they had received, and 
that many of them would like to see it en- 
forced. If things are to be settled peace- 
ably and amicably, they don’t want to read 
of the arming of Canadian fishing vessels 
or the fitting out of Canadian cruisers to 
cruise among the fishing fleets, and to put 
in occasionally at a fishing port. Such 
things look very suspicious; and if Eng- 
land desires to back up the reported sug- 
gestions of the premier, let them ‘“‘call off 
the dogs of war.” The intention of those 
who passed the retaliation act was that 
should Canada persist in her refusal to 
permit our fishermen to enter Dominion 
ports for shelter, and for fuel and pro- 
visions, under certain conditions, then 
Canadian vessels should be denied similar 
privileges in our ports. The act simply 
provided for what may be called ‘the re- 
ciprocity of discourtesy.” The people 
understand that the fisheries dispute pre- 
sents no possible pretext for the suspension 
of all trade between the United States and 
Canada. 





STATISTICS OF LIQUOR CONSUMPTION. 
In the last quarterly report of the chief of 
the bureau of statistics at Washington, spec- 
ial attention is given to the matter of the 
consumption of alcohol and alcoholic liquors 
in the United States. Carefully compiled 
tables are given of the annual consumption 
of distilled and malt liquors and wines in 
the United States, and the average annual 
consumption per capita of the population 
during the years 1840, 1850, 1860 and from 
1870 to 1886 inclusive. These show a de- 
crease in the per capita amount of distilled 
spirits from 2.52 gallons in 1840 to 1.24 in 
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miles away.

She 
stayed there alone with the dying man an 
hour and a half, then, thinking Frank had 
gone away, she climbed out one of the front 
windows and ran to the next neighbor's, 
almost a half mile, and told them what 
had happened. They gathered a party 
and went back to the house. They got 
there fifteen or twenty minutes before Wal- 
ter died. He made some dying declara- 
tions, expressing forgiveness toward his 
brother and willingness to die. Mr. Chase, 
the father, was appraised of the affair, and 
returned home. In the meantime Frank 
had left the house and fled to the woods. 
An active search was made for him, and 
about midnight he was captured: 

Walter Chase, the murdered man, was 
a fine looking young man, some twenty- 
four years old, the pride of the family, and 
spoken of in high terms by the neighbors, 
and the grief of his parents in seeing him 
stricken down by a brother’s hand, may be 
imagined. As he was told he must soon 
die, Walter said, ‘Tell mother Iam sorry 
I ever abused her; God forgive me.” ‘Then 
Elmer Leonard asked him, “‘where was 
you when he shot you?” Walter said, *‘I 
was coming through the door to the sitting 
room, and he shot mein the back. I am 
dying. Give me some water.” He asked 
for morphine. 

A warrant was issued, and on Friday 
morning Frank Chase was arraigned at 
Town Hall, Waterville, for the murder of 
his brother, a coroner’s inquest having pre- 
viously been held.

Reports 
are coming in from all over the county of 
damage by the terrible storm. It wasa 
genuine cyclone, but came from the north- 
west instead of southwest, as is usual. 
Hail fell all over the county, some stones 
measuring thirteen inches in circumference. 

Kansas Crry, Mo., April 23. The Times, 
Prescott (Kansas) special gives the follow- 
ing list of casualties from the cyclone. 
The killed, as reported, are fifteen. 

On the farm of Richard Harkness, he 
with his wife, four children and Miss 
Mirick, of Oakland, Ill., visiting the fam- 
ily, werein the house. The building was 
taken up bodily, carried 200 yards and 
dropped in the orchard, erushing upon a 
large apple tree. All the occupants were 
hurt very seriously, and Mrs. Harkness 
was killed. The force of the storm was 
appalling, and wonderful freaks were per- 
formed by the winds. It is reported that 
several persons were killed in Blue Mound 
and Mapleton. 

In Bates and Vernon counties, Missouri, 

the destruction was very great. West and 
south of Rich Hill, the storm raged with 
terrific violence, and its track is strewn 
for miles with all kinds of débris, including 
crushed and splintered dwellings and out- 
houses, dead animals and poultry, bed 
clothing, wearing apparel, and all kinds of 
farm — 
Estimated loss to property is upwards 
of $100,000. Six persons were killed in 
the neighborhood of Hume and Sprague, 
and a number seriously and some fatally 
injured. 

Near Prescott, W. S. Bo 
Dell, Mr. Hogan, wife and two children, 
taken refuge in a storm cellar, when 
eight cows fell on them through the roof, 
and all were severely hurt. William 
Browninburg’s family found refuge in a 
storm cave while a $5,000 house was scat- 
tered over the fields. Ten miles north- 
west of Prescott, Mrs. Sarah Crane was 
killed and her family injured by the crush- 
ing of the house. In a distance of twenty- 
two miles, only one house is known to 
have stood the storm. H. C. Gripp, of 
Kansas City, was standing in the doorway 
of Manlone Bros.’ eens store, in Pres- 
cott, when the building was destroyed and 
he was killed. 

Nearly every house at Miami Junction, 
five miles north of Prescott, was blown 
down and several persons injured. Seven- 
teen persons are known to have been killed, 
in Lynn ww = and about fifty were seri- 
ously wounded. In Bourbon county, Kan- 
sas, reports are coming in slowly of terri- 
ble devastation.
